Bennett called for the study by j 
the PUC staff at a pre-hearing 
conference by the commission 
on Greyhound's application to 
raise commute fares for most of 
its local operations in California 
Greyhound seeks to eliminate 
commute discounts and to in­ 
crease one-way fares, resulting 
in a 50 per cent fare hike to 
Marin riders, and throughout the 
state. 


PROPOSED CUTS 
The PUC staff, however, has 
proposed cuts in present one­ 
way fares and only small in­ 
creases in commute fares 
For 
San 
Rafael to San Francisco 
riders, for exam ple. Greyhound 
proposed one-way fare increases 
from 85 cents to 90 cents, but 
the PUC staff said the fare 
should be cut to 75 cents. 


For San Rafael commuters, 
Greyhound proposes to increase 
fares from the present $10.70 to 
$16.20 for 20 rides. The PUC 
staff recommended a $12 fare 
for the commute ticket book. 


Marin County Counsel Douglas

position that Greyhound is at­

in the Northeast, glazing high­ 
ways in the south and stinging 
the plains with still another arc­ 
tic chill. 
The bitter siege of snow, ice 
and record cold has claim ed 744 
lives since Saturday in a variety 
of 
weather - created 
circum ­ 
stances ranging from traffic ac­ 
cidents to exposure. 
Shortages of natural gas used 
to heat homes developed yester­ 
day in parts of New England in 
the wake of some of the coldest 
weather in 40 years. Residents 
of South Portland. Maine, were 
without heat yesterday and gas 
shortages also were reported in 
Manchester and Concord, N.H.

Fifth Transplant Patient 
Lives For Only 10 Hours 


NEW YORK (APi — Louis 
Block, the world's fifth heart 
transplant recipient, died today 
just 10 hours after a surgical 
team had implanted a much 
smaller woman’s heart into the 
170-pound man. 
Maimonides Medical 
Center 
in Brooklyn said the death oc­ 
curred at 4:35 a.m. and attribut­ 
ed it to the ‘‘pumping capacity 
of the transplanted heart and 
the poor condition of the lungs 
due to the patient’s long stand­ 
ing heart disease.” (See other 
heart stories, page 1.) 
A hospital statement said. ‘‘It 
is with a deep sense of regret 
that we must report the loss of 
our heart transplant patient. He 
was a brave and courageous 
man whose only real opportuni­ 
ty for life was through this 
procedure.” 


PRESSURE FALLS 
Block, a 57-year-old retired 
fireman, was put on the hospi­ 
tal’s critical list at 12:40 a.m. 
when the hospital noted doctors 
were having “difficulty in main­ 
taining his blood pressure.” He

Surveyor 7 Televises Wildest 


Moon Scene Yet After Landing 


PASADENA iAP» — Narrowly 
missing a dangerous rock with 
what a space official called 
“ divine guidance,” Surveyor 7 
settled down gentiy on the mocn 
last 
night and televised the 
wildest scene yet found by lunar 
probes. 
The three-legged craft, last of 
a $500-million series which has 
already certified four equatorial 
sites as safe for astronaut land­ 
ing. was on a purely scientific 
mission to the 15,000-foot crater 
Tycho near the south-central 
edge of the lunar disc. 
Given at best a 43 per cent; 
chance 
of 
success, 
the 
un- j 
manned Surveyor 7 surprised 
scientists by making an almost 
flat landing on a crater-pocked, 
boulder-strewn plateau not far 
from a ragged ridge 18 miles 
north of Tycho’s rim. 
Between the craft and the rim 
was a desolate scene, reminis­ 
cent of the crater Copernicus 
photographed earlier by lunar 
orbiters. 
Pictures televised shortly aft­ 
er touchdown showed a land­ 
scape Utered with rocks ejected 
from miles deep when the 5(U 
mile wide Tycho was formed by 
a meteor impact ages ago. 
One of the craft’s three pad­ 
ded feet was only a fraction of 
an inch from a rock six to eight 


inches in diameter—big enough j 
to have broken the skeletal met­ 
al leg. 
Lee Shearer, assistant direc­ 
tor of the U.S. space agency’s 
lunar program, 
told a news 
conference: “ The final 13 feet of 
the quarter-million mile flight 
was under divine guidance.” 
That was the height from which 
Surveyor 7 dropped free after 
breaking rockets slowed its 6.- 
000-mile-an-hour plunge toward 
the surface. 


The rugged site was chosen 
deliberately by scientists hoping 
to determine whether there is 
any geological difference be­ 
tween the highlands where Sur­ 


veyor 7 came down and the 
plains where manned landings 
are planned as early as next 
year. 


Surveyor 
7. 
launched 
from 
Cape Kennedy. Fla., Sunday, 
carries a small scoop to dig 
trenches as deep as 18 inches 
and a device to analyze lunar 
soil with radiation. 
Flight controllers at Jet Pro­ 
pulsion Laboratory said these 
probably would go into opera­ 
tion sometime today.

Freeze Method In 


Cancer Studied 


TORRANCE <AP) — Doctors 
are studying a new freezing 
method to treat cancer of the 
cervix — which is believed to 
strike 33.000 women annually in 
the United States 


Dr. Duane Townsend, an ob­ 
stetrician 
in 
charge 
of 
the 
project at Harbor General Hos­ 
pital near Los Angeles, said 
freezing instead of surgery has. 
been 
successful 
on 
several 
patients. 


Instead of removing cancerous 
tissue, doctors touched it with 
a probe that within 90 seconds 
lowered the tissue temperature 
to more than 100 degrees below 
, zero. Townsend said the dis­ 
eased tissue sloughed away. 
In a recent interview with the 
Los Angeles Times, Townsend 
said freezing might someday be 
done in a doctor s office in 10 
minutes. Present surgery usu­ 
ally requires two days to a 
week in a hospital.

Plans For Hilarita 


Leave Need Unfilled 


Should the government underwrite 
housing that will be in competition 
with privately financed apartments? Is 
federal housing to give the underpriv­ 
ileged decent homes, or merely to 
spread the virus of government con­ 
trol? 
These questions arise from plans for 
redevelopment of Hilarita Housing 
which were unveiled last week by the 
Marin County Housing Authority. 


THE AUTHORITY PROPOSES to 
replace the Hilarita project — which 
must be replaced or abandoned by 
1972 under current law' — largely 
with apartments renting at $100 to 
$145 per month. These would be built, 
not by the authority itself, but by a 
“non-profit'' foundation. But the au­ 
thority would continue to control, as it 
does in Marin City. 
The apartments would have from 
one to three bedrooms. There would 
be 55 of them. In addition, lots wrould 
be sold for a dozen single-family resi­ 
dences — again following the pattern 
of Marin City. 
Hilarita Housing now has 120 apart­ 
ments. Of these. 38 are two-bedroom 
apartments, three are three-bedroom, 
and the rest are “efficiency' apart­ 
ments in which the front room doubles 
as bedroom.

Hilarita oldsters (Stutsman 
referred to them as “displaced per­ 
sons") would have priority for these. 


WHAT WOULD HAPPEN to the re­ 
maining 61 families now in Hilarita? 
Some of them, suggested Stutsman, 
will go elsewhere in the normal course 
of things. He hopes the rest might be 
relocated in federally subsidized leased 
housing in the county. 
The lease program calls for the fed­ 
eral government to underwrite part of 
the rent of apartments or houses to 
provide homes lor low-income families. 
Although these homes are privately 
owned, the housing authority would be 
in charge of them under the leases. 
There are no such leased homes in 
the county now. The authority hopes 
to get 300 units under the lease pro­ 
gram. Whether it can get 300 — or 
any — is yet unknown. 
It appears, therefore, that the plans 
for Hilarita would indeed make “dis­ 
placed persons" out of a majority of 
those now there. 


GOVERNMENT HOUSING is in­ 
tended to fill the void left by private 
housing for those who cannot pay rents 
that will provide a profitable return on 
investment. 
At least, that was the 
claim when the government got into 
the business. 
The plans for Hilarita don't seem to 
do that. 
We wonder whether, if it is not to 
provide low-rent housing, Hilarita 
should not be sold, to be developed 
privately. The resulting development 
might better please the people of 
Tiburon. And it would not further the 
competition of apartments subsidized 
from taxes with those built with pri­ 
vate funds.

So U.S. Can Spend Them Abroad 


WASHINGTON—In order to 
solve 
the 
U.S. 
balance-of- 
payments problem, the presi­ 
dent has asked Americans to 
refrain 
from 
leaving 
t h e 
Western Hemisphere lor the 
next two years. He indicated 
he would back his request with 
legislation making it difficult 
for Americans to t r a v e l 
abroad. 
This is said to have been one 
of the toughest proposals any 
U.S. president has had to 
make, and the controversy 
over it is already raging in full 
force 
A manager for one of the 
Republican presidential can­ 
didates told me his nominee's 
slogan to the voters in 1968 
would be “ If I am elected. I 
will let you go to Europe.”
